Many Feel Atom Pool 
Bold Strdkieriar Peace 


WASHINGTON WV-President Eisenhower's proposal for an inter- 


national sharing of atomic energy knowledge and materials for non- 
military uses was cheered by many lawmakers today as a bold stroke 
for peace. 


But at the same time doubts 


were voiced that congress would 
give its approval for any contribu- 
tions to a United Nations atomic 
agency unless there was advance 
agreement 
on foolproof interna- 


tional inspection within participa- 
ting nations. 


Sen..Edwin C. Johnson (D-Colo), 


a member of the senate-house 
atomic energy committee, said in 
an Interview he doubts the U. N. 
is in any position to exercise neces- 
sary controls over atomic energy 
information. 


Fears Doiiblecrow* 


Sen. Knowland of California, Re- 


publican floor leader and also a 
m e m b e r of the senate-house 
atomic committee, said he fears 
the president's proposal would be 
workable only if "full safeguards 
are established to make certain 
that we are not converting from 
weapons to power plants while the 
Soviet Union was busily engaged 
in stockpiling weapons." 


Rep. Arenas (R-I11) said the 


Eisenhower proposal "provides 
Soviet Russia with an opportunity 
to demonstrate -to the world the 
peaceful intentions she has pro- 
fessed so often." 


"It will not be easy to convince 


congress that it.js not some form 
of a foreign giveaway program," 
said Rep. Durham (D-NC) a mem- 
ber of the atomic energy commit- 
tee. 


"Great Nobility" 


Former President Hoover/ de- 


clared : "President Eisenhower has 
made a proposal of great nobility. 
I pray it may be accepted by all 
the world." 


Sen. 
Hickenlooper (R-Iowa), a 


member of the atomic energy com- 
mittee, sajd at Waterloo, Iowa, 
that the speech "may be one of 
the greatest contributions to the 
future of a free and peaceful 
world," and he added: "The Sovi- 
ets now have the opportunity to 
prove whether'they want peace 
and human progress ... or con- 
fusion, fear and conquest." 


Sen. Dworehak (R-IdahO) said 


Eisenhower's proposal will have to 
stand or fall on "positive action— 
not 'merely an indication—on . the 
part of Soviet Russia to establish 
good faith and guarantee full co- 
operation and compliance." 


Calls It "Timely" 


Sen. Gillette (D-Iowa) 
called 


Eisenhower's 
proposals 
"timely 


and very forward-looking." 


Sen.' Mansfield 
(D-Mont) said 


they were "worth the most serious 
consideration by all great powers." 


Sen. McCarthy 
(R-Wis) 
said 


Eisenhower's suggestion is good 
because it will demonstrate to the 
world whether Russia is willing to 
agree to any workable plan for 
atomic developments. 


"I don't have any hope that Rus- 


sia will consent," McCarthy ob- 
served. 


Sen. Ives (R-NY) said Eisen- 


hower had laid down in simple 
language "the solution by which 
civilization can be saved."

of view of the administration is slightly ahead" in telegrams received 
as a result of Sen. McCarthy's write-or-wire-the-president appeal, and 
the Wisconsin senator's view "is ahead" in letters. 


Press Secretary James C. Hag- 


g«rty, giving this sum-up, said 
there are about 25,000 telegrams 
and 25,000 letters in all. The re- 
sulted from McCarthy's appeal of 
last Thursday that citizens let 
President Eisenhower know if they 
agree with McCarthy that the Unit- 
ed States should ban aid to coun- 
tries trading with Red China. 


The view of the .President and 


Secretary of State Dullee is that 
the United States needs allied 
friends more than ever these days 
tad must not be put on a position 


of coercing or dictating to an ally. 


Hagerty, making his first state-

McCarthy Renews Spy 
Hunt at Radar Center 
Claims Army 
Ignored FBI 
Disclosures 


Compares Situation' 
On Scientist Like 
Famous White Case 
•WASHINGTON 
UP)—Sen. 


McCarthy (R-Wis) said today 
the FBI made "a lengthy and 
rather vigorous report" in 
1951 on a radar scientist at 
Ft. Monmouth, N. J., but that 
this had been ignored by 
some one in the army. 


McCarthy, chairman of the sen- 


ate investigations subcommittee, 
said the situation was parallel to 
that Of the Harry Dexter White 
case and added he was determined 
to find out who was responsible. 


Find Document* 


He made the Statement after the 


subcommittee, received testimony 
that In 1946 more than 40 docu- 
ments had been found by army in- 
telligence agents in the home of 
the scientist. Aaron H. Cc'.eman of 
Long Branch, N. J., a $9,600-a- 
year research man. 


Earlier, in referring to the mat- 


ter in a statement he gave to news- 
men. Col em an said he had been 
suspended for 10 days..without pay 
in 1946 for taking some classified 
documents to his home. 


But the 45-year-old scientist, now 


under suspension by the army, 
said that despite the punishment 
for failure to give the papers 
proper protection, he had been 
praised by his superior officer for 
"high devotion to duty" in remov- 
ing the documents to work on them 
at home. 


Itanew* Denial* 


His statement renewed denials, 


given to the committee in both 
open and closed hearings, that He 
had Communist sympathies or as- 
sociations. Specifically the state- 
ment repeated denials of any close 
contact with Julius Rosenberg, 
executed atomic spy, or Morton 
Sobell, now serving 30 years on a 
conviction of spying for Russia. 
Coleman was a fellow student with 
Rosenberg and Sobell at the Col- 
lege of the City of New York. 


Coleman acknowledged that in 


1H37, 
1 when he was*19 years old, 


Rosenberg did talk him into going 
to. one Young Communist League 
meeting. But he said what he 
learned there only served to make 
him anti-Communist. 


"Serious Matter" 


Andrew J. Reid, chief agent of 


army intelligence at Ft. Mon- 
mouth, testified the information in 
the documents found in Coleman's 
home was of importance to the 
country, adding he regarded it as 
"a serious matter." 


McCarthy said the subcommittee 


knew the FBI sent to Ft. Mon- 
mouth "a lengthy and rather vigo- 
rous report on Coleman in 3951." 


He added it was impossible for 


the subcommittee to conduct "a 
thorough probe unless we know 
who saw the report in 1951 and 
ignored, it."

Eisenhower, fresh from the Ber- 


muda conference, where he got the 
backing" of Prime Minister Church- 
ill and French Premier Laniel for 
his action, told the U. N. General 
Assembly late Tuesday the United 
States was ready to join immedi- 
ately in secret talks on setting up 
an international atomic' energy 
agency to which qualified nations 
would contribute atomic material 
for peaceful purposes.

He did not name other na- 
tions, but it was learned he con- 
siders Britain, which produces 
atomic materials, and Australia,

The revolutionary nature of the 


President's

that made many U, N. delegates 
think it.just might prove accepta* 
ble>' to Russia—was that it would 
not require prior agreement on an- 
acceptable system of international 
inspection of atomic plants in all 
countries because it avoids for the 
moment the whole question of 
elimination of atomic arms. 


Instead, it calls for creation of 


a practical operating1 body under 
the banner of the U, N., which 
would engage in strictly peaceful 
use of atomic materials for the 
maximum benefit of the greatest 
possible number of nations, J-'or 
example, the agency could estab- 
lish a' plant to furnish atomic 
power In .some area without ade- 
quate power resources. 


' May Be Start 


The npparent belief of American 


officials is that if the free nations 
and Russia could cooperate in such 
an undertaking, learning to work 
together in so complicated and 
delicate a field, • they might gain 
mutual confidence which would 
eventually lead to a workable sys- 
tem of international atomic energy 
control and. abolition of atomic 
weapons. Seven years of negotia- 
tion on this issue in the United Na- 
tions have produced no results. 


Elsenhower made his proposal 


after a somber warning that the 
alternative to effective interna- 
tional action on the atom will be 
the probable destruction of civiliza- 
tion in an atomic war.

Word 'Controversial' Cloaks Evil, 


Hidden Connotations 


Most Americans have always understood that contro- 


versy was a S part of their way of life But lately the 
woVd "controversial" has come to be virtually an epithet. 


To utter this word may be enough these day* to bar a 


(sneaker from using a downtown auditorium or a university 
hall It S be sufficient, too, to keep a public figure, a 
scholar or even a performer off the radio and TV channels. 


For the most part, obviously, the word is a cloak for 


0theTnempeople who find it thrown at them are nearly all 
Individuals suspected of communism or Communist sym- 
pathies 
Very often, however, there are serious doubts as 


to the justice of these suspicions. 


So^ie of those who invoke the term "controversial" to 


bar public appearances by these individuals sincerely believe 
thev are sruilty of subversion. 
" Since they are so thoroughly convinced of this that they 


would deny them public outlet, they ought in logic to state 
publicly the real reasons for their action. 
If 'anv of these were to say that this would amount to 


pronouncing a verdict of "guilty until proved innocent, he 
would be on shaky ground. For barring a suspected individ- 
ual from public appearance has the same effect on the public 
mind 
Why not speak out? . 
. 
But there are others, naturally, who are not convinced 


in particular cases that charges of subversion are true. They 
may in fact believe the individuals in question are innocent. 


Yet for one reason or another, they cannot bring them- 


selves to say that. They cannot muster the courage to align 
themselves with anyone whose behavior and attitudes have 
been the subject of public accusation. So they retreat weakly 
behind the wore) "controversial," and thus escape their di- 
lemma. This is a great favorite in radio-TV circles. 


They have no more right to appropriate this term tor 


their subterfuge than has the other group to say "contro- 
versial" when they mean "guilty." 
Controversy is the heart of democracy, for democracy 


that has any value can only be achieved through vigorous, 
spirited, even bitter debate. It is time we took this term 
away from people who would tarnish it with evil connota-

NEW YORK—MB— General Elec- 


tric Co. announced today it will 
immediately fire 
all 
admitted 


Communist*. spies and saboteurs 
and iuspend employes who refuse 
to testify under oath before "a 
competent government authority" 
on such matters. 


In a formal policy statement, the 


company termed the present gov- 
ernment security program for de- 
fense plants "good" but "not fully 
adequate in the present condition 
of world affairs. 


Th« company called upon the 


government to set up an indepen- 
dent security agency which would 
give suspended employes a chance 
to be cleared and reinstated. 


Th« Senate permanent investi- 


gating subcommittee, headed by 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis), 
recently has been looking into al- 
leged Communist Infiltration of de- 
fense plants, including some op- 
erated by General Electric. 


The company noted "with great 


concern the public hearings of con- 
gressional 
committees in which 


some General Electric employes, 
though few in number, have re- 
fused to answer questions concern- 
ing espionage, sabotage, or their 
Communist affiliations." 


The company operates 131 plants 


employing 230.000 workers. Its de- 
fense work is concentrated in 14 
major plants, employing about 69.- 
000 workers. 


The company said about 8 per 


cent of the 69.000 defense workers 
are represented 
by the United 


Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Worker" of America. That union 
was expelled four-years ago from 
the CIO on the grounds it was 
Communist-dominated.

Nixon Now 
In Tehran 


TEHRAN, Iran (£)— Vice Presi 


dent Richard Nixon arrived today 
in Tehran. His plane was under 
fighter escort and the airport it- 
self was surrounded by the heavi- 
est security guard since Premier 
Fazollah Zahedi took over control 
of this turbulent nation from Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh. 


Hundreds of police and troops 


patrolled the desert surrounding 
the airport as Nixon arrived. It 
was his last formal call of a global 
trip as an emissary of President 
Eisenhower. Nixon plans to confer 
with Zahedi and Shah Mohammed 
Reza Pahlevi.

home and said he would resist the 
discharge on the ground that a 
judge can be dismissed only for 
cause.

Clark contended he was being 


fired because he has been highly 
critical of various actions of the 
U.S. high Commission. 


Accusing the State department 


of "arbitrary and illegal" action, 
Clark said today he would "con- 
tinue to perform my judicial func- 
tions."

and Italy. France especially is 
fearful of rearming the Germans. 


Chancellor 
Konrad 
Adenauer 


and his advisers do not believe 
the Big Three leaders had time at 
their Bermuda conference to pre< 
pare for possible Soviet booby 
traps at Berlin. 


The Chancellor also felt the 


Western powers should press for 
some decision on German rearma- 
ment before meeting with the Rus 
sians.

WASHINGTON Hi-President Ei- 


senhower'* proposer to the United 
Nations on the atom is & shift in 
American-foreign policy. 


For years the United. States and 


Russia have failed to agree on 
how to end bomb-making. 


Atomic materials used for war 


can also be used for such peace- 
ful purposes as medicine, farm- 
ing and power generation. Eisen- 
hower suggested tiiat. while the 
countries with .atomic programs 
.continue looking for a way to con- 
trol atomic materials for war, they 
pool some of those materials and 
let- thejn be used for peace. ' 


. Mark* A Shift 


That was the shift. Until now the 


United States has made agree- 
ment on disarmament preliminary 
to any cooperation with Russia in 
thw peaceful use of atomic energy. 


Eisenhower's speech was vague, 


of necessity. Because it was. Rus 
sia will have a hard time laying 
"no" right away, without looking 
like an enemy of mankind. Later, 
of course, she could block it by 
haggling over details.. 


This is the background: 
This country has insisted that 


before It agrees to disarm,, stops 
making bombs and destroys the 
bombs it has, Russia must agree 
to a system for checking in both 
countries to prevent cheating. 


This would mean freedom for a 


U.N. 
team of inspectors to ex- 


amine minutely both 
countries' 


atomic materials and plants. In 
that way neither could continue 
making bombs secretly while pre- 
tending not to. 


Reds Switch 


Russia wants it the other way 


around: Both countries must agree 
to disarm, end bomb - making, get 
rid of their bomb supplies.

Dr. Stoddard 
Gives Views 
On Krebiozen 


CHICAGO tf)- Dr. George D. 


Stoddard says he ordered the Uni- 
versity of Illinois to stop research 
with Krebiozen after Dr. Stevan 
Durovic failed to supply the uni- 
versity with information about the 
drug he developed. 


S t o d d a r d , former university 


president, told a legislative com- 
mission Tuesday that Dr. Andrew 
C. Ivy, then vice president of the 
university, failed to follow a stand- 
ard pattern of research in his early 
work on the substance prior to an- 
nouncement of its existance in 
1931. 


Stoddard said he noticed "in- 


consistencies" in a brochure print- 
ed then about the drug. After Ivy 
became associated with research 
in Krebiozen. Stoddard said, his 
c o n f i d e n c e in Ivy "was not 
shaken." 


He withheld an opinion on the 


drug for nearly two years, Stod- 
dard said. He added he decided the 
university should drop interest in 
the drug because the actions of its 
discoverer were "alien to common 
ethical procedures in science." 


The hearings are to determine 


If the university was justified in 
cancelling research with'the drug. 


Stoddard said some - m e d i c a l 


groups and the university had ask 
ed for evidence that Krebiozen was 
a substance used In cancer re 
search. "In view of the negative 
clinical findings" and that "no one 


in this country has seen measured 
or tested" the drug up to then, or 
now. 
"everything was and is con- 


sistent either with the nonexistence 
of Krebiozen or with the presence 
"of some kind of harmless pow- 
der." 


John S. Boyle, attorney for the 


Krebiozen Research Foundation, 
challenged Stoddard's right to tes- 
tify. Boyle said that ^'sonie years 
ago there was a question whether 
the witness wa» an atheist. If he is 
and if he doesn't recognize the 
Supreme Being he can't take an 
oath." 


William Pollack, however, ad- 


ministered the oath, including the 
last phrase, "so help me God." 
Stoddard said. "I do." Boyle with- 
drew his objection. 


Stoddard now lives in Princeton, 


N. J. He loft the university in July 
after the board of trustees voted a 
no confidence in his administra- 
tion. Technically he remains pres- 
ident until Feb. 1.

WASHINGTON I* — President 


Eisenhower says the U.S. stockpile 
of atomic weapons is increasing 
"daily." In 1946. one test of two 
bombs was believed to have con- 
itumed what was then the whole 
stockpile. 


Just what did the president mean 


to imply by the necessarily guard- 
ed language he used Tuesday about 
th« stockpile in his United Nations 
speech? 


Th« United States stockpile is 


believed to have passed the 1,000 
mark some time ago. Atomic en- 
ergy officials have said publicly 
that the rate of production was due 
to increase. 


Atom Language 


The president spoke in 
"the 


language of atomic warfare" when 
he made his urgent plea for peace: 


Of .a hydrogen weapon with the 


force of millions of tons of ex- 
ploding TNT. 


Of new atomic bombs 25 times 


mightier than the missiles "with 
which the atomic age 
dawned" 


only eight years ago—and thus un- 
leashing energy equivalent to a 
half-million tons of TNT. 


Eisenhower said: 
"Today, the United States' stock- 


pile of atomic weapons, which, of 
course, increases daily, exceeds by 
many times the explosive equiva- 
lent of the total of all bombs and 
all shells that came from every 
plane and every gun in every thea- 
ter of war through all the years of 
World War II." 


42 Tent* 


He said 42 test explosions have 


occurred since the historic Alamo- 
gordo shot July 36, 19*5. That 
meant a grand total of 45 cxplo- 
jRions 'have been set off by this 
country, including the original test 
in New Mexico; two dropped on 
Japan: two fired in "Operation 
Crossroads" at Bikini; 31 shots at 
the Las Vegas.
